According to tlie
Western Morning New of Plymouth, it
is practically settled that Lord Kitchener
will bo tho next viceroy of India.

The report that Lord Kitchener is to
he the n 'xt head of the government in
India is not a surprise, as the name of
the general has been mentioned in con-

The viceroy of
India, at present, beset as be is with
the growing disaffection manifested in
the numerous outbreaks agninst British
authority, must needs be a strong man,
and the Liberal party in England has
few audi of the rank necessary for the
appointment, unl.ke the Conservatives,
w hose greatest strength is in the peer-
age. With regard to Kitchener') qualif-
ication, and the wisdom of his appoint-
ment, there is considerable discussion.

before thoss rate can go into effect.

chise Holders of Property of
Certain Value.

London, May 28, Several members of
parliament belonging to all parties have
constituted themselves a "conciliation
eonmiitt.ee for woman suffrage." The
aim at settling the question on a plan
acceptable to all grade of suiTrasetU-s- .
